Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority (CHINA 
02121410.7 filing date 6/20/2002) under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 ,4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1, recites: step D. "...based on result of joint diction to remove..." ; where the 
"based on result" should be "based on a result" and "joint diction" should be "joint 
detection" and 

Claim 4, also recites: "joint diction" (prior to step D1) that should also be corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is method claim and a method claim recites functional steps, however 
claim 1 recites components performing method steps. This claim is a hybrid claim 
wherein both method steps and structure plus functions are inter-mixed. 
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Dependent claims 2-6 are also rejected since they at least contain the limitations 
of claim 1. 

Claim 1 recites step A. ", and transmitting said two diversity signals 
simultaneously with each through one diversity antenna;" where it is unclear whether 
applicant means each one the diversity signals is transmitted using a corresponding 
antenna or only using one antenna. The above limitation should be amended in order 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
